The  Comapdlng  Offlear;  23d  ^ADi  required  the  flight  team  leaders  to 
maintain  dolly  narrative  ra^rts  in  dlar^  fomi  The  report  reprodueed  here 
(and  the  similar  report  that  follows)  has  been  edited  only  slightly)  It  Is 
Intended  that  the  report  retain  the  flavor  of  the  operations  as  they  occurred 
—  u  recorded  by  the  participants.  Each  flight  team  also  maintained  files  of 
mission  request  forms  and  aviators'  debrlefltg  forms}  these  provide  detallsd 
Information  not  included  In  the  dolly  narrative  reports. 

21  November  1962 

Hi.VRC  6  (OV-1C  2706)  and  HiiNK  9  (OV-lC  2709)  departed  Nha  TTang  at  0700. 
Hi^iVnc  9  was  assigned  the  mission  of  railroad  Reconnaissance  from  Nha  Trang  to 
the  Southern  II  Corpe  boundary;  HiAVnc  6  was  assigned  the  mission  of  railroad 
reconnaissance  from  Nha  TTang  to  the  Northern  II  Corpe  boundary.  Both  A/C 
were  to  proceed  to  Qul  Nhon  upon  completion  of  assigned  mission.  HjVHK  6 
landed  at  Qul  Nhon  at  0630.  The  reepeetlve  crews  of  HAWK  6  and  9  were  Capt 
WARR  it  Lt  Di;0  and  Capt  SUMMERS  &  tiS?  CUONQ.  Crew  of  HAWK  6  were  briefed  by 
a  representative  of  FSCC/TOC  and  departed  at  0940  on  mission  62-11-200  to 
evaluate  defoliation.  A  special  observer  was  furnished  by  FSCC/TOC  because  of 
his  special  training  and  knowledge  of  the  area.  Die  mission  was  aborted  at 
1010  because  of  Inclement  weather. 

Upon  arrival  at  Qul  Nhon,  HAWK  6  was  refuelled  by  specialist  Henderson 
from  the  1200  gallon  23^  SHAD  tanker. 

At  0935  It  Taylor^  six  enlisted  ment  gear  and  equlpsent  arrived  Qul  Nhoh 
via  an  AC-1 .  The  enlisted  men  were  quartered  with  the  1 76th  Signal  Company. 
The  quarters  conslstsd  of  a  rotten  wood  floored  tent  located  In  a  six  inch 
deep  lake.  Conversation  with  the  caaqxBty  connander  disclosed  their  new 
quarters  would  be  reedy  approximately  Monday  and  there  would  be  room  for  our 
men  there  too.  The  men;  were  quite  happy  to  learn  of  this.

A  phone  cill  to  Nha  TTang  determined  that  HAWK  9  had  returned  there 
due  to  weather. 

A  comer  of  one  hanger  was  obtained  to  stow  the  maintenance  equipment. 

The  enmunltion  and  flares  were  also  stowed  under  eadsting  cover. 

There  are  368  barrels  of  JP-4  fuel  available  now  In  the  ESSO  fuel  dusp 
which  Is  five  minutes  drive  from  the  airfield.  We  have  placed  an  order  with 
ESSO  for  40  barrels  per.4ay..,  .Uer.^.wlll  be  a  seven  day  d^ay  before  the  first

order  will  arrive.  The  fuel  on  hcnd  Is  sufficient  to  meet  operations  requlre- 
nents  until  that  time-. 

Plans  have  been  made  to  perform  the  railroad  reconnaissance  mission  each 
morning  from  Tujr  Hoa  to  the  Northern  II  Corps  boundaiy.  Plans  have  also  been 
formulated  for  night  iUtsalnation  stand  by. 

A  mission  request  was  received  from  8th  lirans  Co  (H-21  *s)  for  photographs 
of  an  area  of  intended  operations,  a  check  disclosed  that  photographs  of  the 
area  hod  been  token  by  the  23d  SMAD.  But  we  were  unable  to  determine  the 
previous  mission  number. 

The  C-123  with  3/4  also  H/iVK  9,  did  not  arrive  due  to  weather.

The  first  mission  of  the  day  was  launched  at  0900,  the  earliest  weather 
would  allow.  Crew-  oenslsted  of  Lt  Taylor  and  Observer  In  HAWK  6  on  mission 
numbers  62-11-^  and  203,  which  respectively  required  flying  a  special 
observer  furnished  by  FSCC/TOC  to  observe  certain  areas  in  contemplation  of 
defoliation  and  photographs  of  possible  helicopter  landing  sites  requested 
by  8th  Thans  Co.,  missions  were  completed  at  1120.

PAor  to 
departure,  Ci^t  Worr  informed  the  crew  and  the  maintenance  personnel  of  ttie 
grounding  of  HAWK  6  awaiting  required  Inspection. 

Hi'>UK  9  completed  mission  62-11-206  at  1345.  At  I4OO  Capt  Warr  called 
Nha  Trang  and  determined  that  the  TO-10  had  bMn  unable  to  get  to  Qui  Nhon 
due  to  weather.  Plans  were  made  with  concurrence  of  Capt  Shedden  to  fly 
Hi'AJK  6  to  Nha  TTang,  have  the  inspection  completed  and  return  to  Qui  Nhon. 

Capt  Vlarr  end  Lt  Taylor  departed  Qui  Nhon  in  HAWK  6  at  1515  and  arrived  Nto 
Trang  at  1550.  Due  to  weather  and .  additional  time  required  to  repair  on  in¬ 
operative  camera,  decision  was  made  to  reaialn  ovemi^t  and  return  the  next  day 
to  Qui  Nhon.  Molntononce  And  tc.chnical  inspection,  cor^pleted  at  1730. 

Meorodille  at  Qui  Nhon,  the  senior  advisor,  9th  Division,  Colonel  Wallace 
notified  C^  Susmers  and  Lt  Cribb  of  requirement  to  search  the  coastal  area 
between  Qui  Nhon  and  Tby  Hoa  for  on  overdue  Otter  from  the  18th  Aviation  Company.

hung  oj^i  HnVnC  9  departed  at  1 750.  The  search  was  ccnpleted  at  1 840  with 
negative  results.  Pilot  was  Lt  Crlbb  and  Co-Pllot  Capt  Sunuors. 

Ihe  8th  IVansportatlon  Coupany  did  a  very  couiiendable  job  in  furnishing 
runway  lights  for  the  rJLrcraft  to  land  upon  returning.  Baergency  lighting  set, 
vehicles  and  fire  trucks  were  used  to  ll^t  the  runway.

Major  Shoeiaaker  arrived  Qui  Nhon  at  1134  in  the  T0-1D  and  delivered  six 
cassette  of  unexposed  fllsi.  I'l^jor  Shoeuaker  discussed  with  Capt  Vfarr  and  Lt 
Cribb  general  aspects  of  the  flight  teoa  duties  and  enployucnt  and  the  records 
being  kept. 

Major  Shoemaker  departed  at  1435.  No  other  mission  activities  weic 
conducted  today. 

The  178th  Signal  is  allowing  uur  enlisted  am  to  use  a  3/4  ton  truck  for 
transportation,  pending  the  arrival  of  the  C-123*  with  our  own  3/4  ton  truck.

in  ejqjsoriment  woa  conducted  dropping  propaganda  leaflets  from  the  speed 
brake  wells  of  the  Mohawk.  First  drop  was  of  5,000  2X3  cords  and  5,000  6"X8'' 
leaflets  from  8000  feet.  Speed  brakes  were  extended  several  times  ond  air 
craft  yawed  to  assist  in  exit  of  leaflets.

"Ihe  accidont  investigation  board  formally  convened  at  1300  hours  26  Nov- 
eiaber  1962  at  t^a  Trang,  South  Vietnam  and  duties  were  assigned  to  members  of 
the  board. 

Ihls  accident  occured  on  19  November  1962  and  at  that  time,  it  was  determined 
that  based  on  a  policy  establishud''by:  subject,  ..ircraft  Accident 

Reporting,  dated  9  February  1962,  exaujitlng  the  necessity  of  a  fonoal  Invostigatlon 
of  accidents  occurring  to  aircraft  woen  involved  in  a  tactical  .JiVN  support  mis¬ 
sion,  this  aceioent  did  not  require  an  accident  board  Investigation.

..t  the  time  the  board  convened  tlio  aircraft  had  been  moved,  and  the  air¬ 
strip  hod  been  improved,  obliterating  the  significant  marks  mode  by  the  aircraft.

Captain  Comer  stated  that  he  uade  five  (5)  low  recon  passesj  then  set  up 
a  left  hand  pettern  for  landing  to  the  £ast  and  touched  dcwn  apprcKinately 
50  yorde  frcu  the  West  end  of  the  runway.  He  put  the  propellers  in  full  reverse 
and  at  this  time  all  the  weight  of  ttie  aircraft  came  forward  and  the  nose  wheel 
struck  the  rocks  and  liuediately  went  flat  with  the  nose  gear  then  eoUapeing 
and  the  aircraft  skidded  to  a  stop  qjproxlmately  200  yards  down  the  rumray.
